Yesterday, so 
certain were they that they had 
scented the right trail, that the Gull- 
ford officers were notified, resulting In 
the arrest' of the young Schoolfleld 
boys, who are between 20 and 25 years 
of age. 
L Last Wednesday, a person giving his 
name as J. H. Cole, cashier of the 
Textile bank, of White Oak, called 
|Bie American Exchange bank on the 
telephone stating that he had a spe- 
cial pay roll on hand; that he would 
pend a check for $10,000 on the Mer- 
chants National bank, of Richmond, 
Va , and If possible would like for the 
American Exchange bank to cash it 
JThe person went so far as to give the 
denominations, $4,000 In $20 bills. $4,- 
(000 In 10's and $2,000 in 5's.

Mr 
Luck arrived in the city yesterday and 
set about his task. He communicated 
with Deputies Mike Caftey, Joe Phipps. 
Boatman Clark and John Hobbs. The 
five men then concentrated their tal- 
ents on the mystery. 
They learned 
that Clarence Schoolfield formerly was 
employed at the Textile bank and that 
he and his brother, Claude, had been 
seen In both the Textile and America!

The skill with -which the 
swindle was pulled off led the officers 
to believe that no one other than one 
familiar with banking tactics coultl 
have carried the plot through without 
being detected. 
Arrest Schoolfleld Boys. 
Putting two and two together the 


officers centered their attack on the 
Schoolfield boys. 
They went to the 
home of the boys' father last night 
about 8 o'clock. The bo>s -were not 
at home. They then formed a cordon 
around the home and about 9 o'clock 
the two men came home and \\ere 
placed under arrest. No money, other 
than a small amount of change, -nas 
found on their persons. 
The two men were examined briefly 
in the sheriff's office last nigbt, but 
nothing leading up to where the mon- 
ey might be found was securpd Thej 
were placed In Jail. They didn't astc 
for bait, but entered the elevator lead- 
ing to the Jail in apparently high 
spirits.

Talk on Newspapers 


At the meeting of the Shakespeare 


Study Club at tho residence of Mr. 
un<| Air*. Marvin Watson, on Thursday 
afternoon, a special feature of tho 
program 
waa 
an address by 11. B. 


Trundle, business manager of 
Tho 


Register and The Bee, on tho modern 
newspaper and Its development a* a 
meant* of publicity and development 
of tho communltleK in which they are 
published and In the molding of pub- 
lic sentiment In the whole country 
and. 
Indeed, In the whole world. 


Mr. Trundle traced the development 


of the newspaper publication business 
from Its Inception, referring to the 
c-arliest forme of paper and 
parch- 


ment, the use of types, then of. mov- 
able types and finally the development 
of the ponderous and intricate print- 
Ing 
press whereby newspapers of 


amazing volumes are reeled oft by 
millions every day from the whirring 
machinery which represents the last 
word in mechanical genius. The speak- 
er lightened and brightened his talk 
with Borne touches of wit and humor 
particularly 
in 
his 
references 
to 
Shakespeare, the namesake of the club 
he was addressing. In the main, how- 
ever, his address was packed with in- 
formation as to all the details of mod- 
ern newspaper-making. 


He" undertook first to demonstrate 


that the press has "kept the faith" 
and then to establish to what extent 
the endeavors of writers and publish- 
ers have contributed to the progress, 
peace and prosperity of the world. 
Alter tracing the development of pa- 
per or print material from the leaves 
of trese, to parchment and thence to 
tlie modern news-print and 
other 


forms of 
paper manufactured 
from 


wood pulp, he turned to the develop- 
ment of type, then of movable type by 
Gutenberg, and the publication of the 
first newspaper in 1457, the Nurem- 
berg Gazette. The first English daily 
paper appeared in London as late as 
1702, 
and in this country soon after 


the revolution, thought weekly papers, 
notably the Virginia Gezette and the 
Saturday Post had appeared 
some 


time before. 
Reverting to the period of the great 


individual editors and publishers of 
half a century or more ago, the speak- 
er cited some of these giants who 
molded public sentiment through their 
publications and then cited another 
list of more recent newspaper editors 
and 
publishers who had achieved 


large results. Facts and statistics as 
to the number of daily newspapers 
which print and circulate more than 
fifty million copies daily or eleven and 
a 
quarter 
billion papers annually, 


were cited, and then it was stated that 
the Danville newspaper print and cir- 
culate nearly four million papers a 
year, consume a train-load or about 
350 tons of news-print paper annual- 
ly this alone costing $40,1)00, while 
the pay-rolls of the little home print 
shop aggregation about fifty thousand 
a year. To this must be added the ex- 
ne'nse of news gathering which is as 
much more, the cost of material and 
supplies other than paper, and other 
matter. 
Turning to the internal organiza- 


tion of a newspaper publication office, 
the speaker reviewed this and then 
paid tribute to the Associated Press, 
the greatset news-gathering and di=- 
seminating organization in the world, 
handling 15,000 to 18,000 words by 
telegraph each night in eight hours 
transmission and covering the devel- 
opments of the whole world. 
A he de- 


velopment of newspaper feature syn- 
dicates and the distribution of advance 
copy and matrices from wh.ch many 
of the illustrations and the^eomic^ec- 
tions are printed and appear simul- 
taneously in 
hundreds of cities anu 


towns were other interesting features 
of the speaker's talk. The circulation, 
correspondence and other phases of 
the publication and distribution were 
touched upon and then the speaKei 
stressed the impersonality of the re- 
porters and editors and their efforts, 
to learn and to print the truth as ac- 
curately as their sources of informa- 
tion make possible in the hurr. 
hurly-burley of each -day's work. In 
closing. Mr. Trundle renvnae" 
hi? 


hearers that the newspaper and the 
town must progress together and must 
develop 
reciprocally, and

15 feet. 
The interior of the theater has been

The stage, however, is 


equipped with a modern lighting sys- 
tem costing $2,000 and described by 
theatrical 
experts ' as unsurpassed 


within its limits by any stage in 
larger theaters.

this morning. 
Frady said that on the morning his 


wife was shot in his suite, he was

When he sat up. he declared, his 


wife was in a half reclining position 
with a revolver grasped in both hands. 
She .fired, he asserted. 
He grabbed 


her hands and attempted to wrest the 
revolver from her and. 
-while 
they 


struggled, the weapon was discharged 
again 
He added that he thought It 
was discharged three times, twice dur- 
ing their struggle. 
When he saw that his wife was 


shot, he realized that he would be 
ostrasized, he declared, so he sei7ed 
the weapon and placing it against his

Wave Dies Out 


DETROIT. Mich.. April 
1-5. — De- 


troit's crime wave, that reached its 
crest in 1920, has subsided to a ripple, 
accordlnp to - Dr. James W. Inches, 
police commissioner. 
"Passing of the orgy of spending, 
heavv sentences assessed against per- 
sons' convicted of crime, and regain- 
ing by Americans generally of their 
corr"rion ense are the factor responsi- 
ble for the passing of the crime wave," 
Dr. Inchfs asserted. 


The head of the poliie department 


pointed out that there were 58 per 
cent, fewer crimes in this city during 
1921 than in the preceding year. The 
percentage is based upon the major 
crimes — hold-ups, 
burglaries 
and 


homicides. 


"Hardened criminals 
are 
staying 


out of Detroit because of heavy sen- 
tences impo»ed_:up6n -convicted 
, 
doers but we still have to contend' 
with the young crop of criminals," 
Dr. Inches said. "These youngsters 
are new at the crime game. The war 
and its attending conditions 
brought 


thm into being as crooks. 
Many of 


them earned more money during the 
war period than they ever had before 
and probably more than they ever will 
again. They grew used to living in 
comparative luxury. 
Then came the 


industrial slump and to stay straight 
it was necessary to lower the stand- 
ards of living. Rather than go -with- 
out the luxuries these persons turned 
to crime. Heavy sentences for those 
apprehended is having a good effect in 
reducing the ranks of the inexperienc- 
ed criminals." 
Sometime ago judges in 
Detroit 


announced a campaign to 
reduce 
crime and began to mete out heavy 
prison terms to convicted 
criminals. 
Many men 
found carrying weapons 


were given long terms. The number 
of these 
offenses 
has been greatly 


lessened here within the last year, po- 
lice records show. 
"The American public is beginning 


to think normally again and normal 
thinking does not countenance crime," 
the department head said. 
He a»serted he' had reports from

showing a similar trend in crime re- 
duction.

Thirty-nine states and territories were 
icpresented at the convention in Chi- 
cago last October.

ON BEE'S GOING 


Foliage in London or any plac*

WASHINGTON. April 15.—The pro- 


verbial "busy bee" is to be kept still 
busier if an ingenious Jittle contriv- 
ance just invented by a^-government 
scientist is adopted by the apiaries of 
the country- An official of the bureau 
of Entomology advised the Bureau of 
Standards today that he had invented 
a device which will operate on the 
principles of the turnstile and that it 
will register the arrival home and de- 
parture of every bee that enters the 
hive on honey-making errands. The 
apparatus consists, it was explained, 
of a gate to be placed at the entrance 
to a beehive with a series of telephone 
message registers attached in such a 
way as to register each time a bee 
hops, skips or jumps on or over the 
contrivance which was said to be op- 
erate electrically by alternating cur- 
rent. 
The inventor explained that about 


three hundred thousand bees go out 
during the day, on honey gathering 
expeditions, and'that while considera- 
ble electrical energy was needed to 
operate the recording gate on the av- 
erage hive, the amount of energy ex- 
pended by the device each time a bee 
passed -was infinitesimal.

tan's famous Easter parade was set 
in step today to a sartorial sytjiphony, 
the periwinkle blue. 


The ,new shade was the dominant 


note In the color medley that filled 
brilliant Fifth avenue from Central 
park to the shadow of the Washing- 
ton arch.
